Their 
estimation  of  it  was  probably  founded  on  the  experience  of  the 
celebrated  Pliny,  who  records  that  he  had  known  the  magnet 
valuable  in  diseases  of  the  eye,  and  in  burns  and  scalds. 
Serapion  went  further  still,  and  recommended  its  application  to 
poisoned  wounds,  and  Platearius,  a  great  doctor  of  the  thirteenth 
century,  supports  his  views,  while  De  Eoet  prescribes  magnetic 
powder  as,  in  addition,  highly  favourable  to  the  formation  of 
new  flesh.  For  some  time  after  that  day,  and  especially  in  the 
hands  of  Sir  Kenelm  Digby,  the  administration  of  magnetic 
powder  became  popular  as  a  remedy  for  a  longer  list  of  diseases 
than  ws  can  mention. 

While  we  do  not  offer  the  Magnetic  Pill  as  a  certain  panacea 
for  every  human  ill,  we  do  assert  that  it  is  remedial  in  a  great
